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Report of Board of Firewards 


The first item to report this year is a small re- 
duction of fire insurance premiums on all buildings 
within the village limits except those specifically 
classified. The New Hampshire Board of Under- 
writers, aiter an inspection of our fire fighting equip- 
ment, has rated the village of Mont Vernon as of 
Class IIIA. This results in a saving of $1.00 per 
$1,000 of insurance on a one-year policy, or $2.50 on 
a three-year policy, from the rate previously paid. 
This new rate does not affect policies now in force, 
but will apply on policies written or renewed from 
this time on. We regret that no reduction can be 
made on insurance for farm property. 

During the past year the fire department has re- 
sponded to 17 alarms; 11 brush fires, five chimney 
fires, and the destruction of The Grand Hotel. The 
loss of this structure is the greatest that our com- 
munity has ever suffered. At this time we wish to 
express our appreciation for the rapid response and 
great assistance afforded us by the Milford fire de- 
partment. 

There is a fallacy very prevalent in our town, 
that the proper method handling a chimney fire is 
to allow it to “burn out.” We grant that a chimney 
that has burned, has been cleaned, but we do not 
consider this to be the safe way to clean a chimney. 
An overheated chimney can easily start fires in par- 
titions, an example of which we have had this year. 
A chimney in which the mortar has become loosen- 
ed is almost sure to spread fire into the building, and 
no person is ever positive that his chimney is tight 
in every joint. The danger of sparks settling upon 
and igniting nearby buildings must also be consid- 
ered. Even though you believe that the method of

“burning out” a chimney is preferable to calling the 
fire department, do you also believe that you have 
the right to jeopardize the property of your neigh- 
bor? Chimneys can be cleaned at reasonable peri- 
ods without incurring any great expense, and for 
your peace of mind and safety we most seriously 
advise this preventive method of combating chimney 
fires. 

To continue our program of constant improve- 
ment in fire fighting equipment, we advocate the 
purchase of more hose, and some manual forest fire 
pumps. The pumps are more effective than the 
soda and acid extinguisher for this type of fire, and 
can be purchased from the State Forest Fire Depart- 
ment at a very reasonable cost. 

There is an article in the Town Warrant for this 
year, requesting insurance for the fire trucks. We 
offer here an explanation of this request. In recent 
and numerous suits for damages, resulting from col- 
lisions and other accidents involving fire trucks, that 
have come before the courts in various parts of the 
country, the courts have established the fact that 
the operator of a fire truck is personally liable for 
any and all damage caused by the truck. This is a 
liability which the members of the fire department 
are not willing to assume for any further length of 
time, nor in all fairness to them should they be 
asked to assume it. 

Thanking our citizens for the staunch support 
always extended the fire department, in all matters 
pertaining to its equipment and to its personnel, we 
respecfully submit this report.

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Daland Memorial Library 


The librarian of the Daland Memorial Library 
presents the following report for the year ending 
February 1931: 


Fewer new books have been received by the 
library the past year, as less money has been avail- 
able for their purchase from outside sources. How- 
ever, there have been added 230 volumes, against 
419 of the year before, and for these we are very 
thankful! Among these are books on Biography, 
History, many new Travel books, and some Nature 
books, more of which could be used to very good 
advantage, besides current fiction. The children 
have not been overlooked, and for them a number 
of the newest and well recommended books have 
been purchased. 

The library will greatly miss two of its most de- 
voted friends who have left us during 1930—Mr. 
Frank Wellington, one of the trustees of the Daland 
fund, and Mr. Orrin Hubbard, always interested in 
the library, and like Mr. Wellington, generously 
contributing many books this past year. 

Other gifts of books have come from Mrs. Amy 
Abbott, Mrs. Marble, Mr. Cecil Bancroft, Mr. H. 
Porter Peck, Mrs. May Peck, Harold Lord, and 
others of the Stearns School. Miss Sarah Wister con- 
tributed generously toward the children’s books, al- 
so Hazel Morgan and Everett Brown. 

The output of books from the library for 1930 
has been less than in 1929, being 3852 against 4122, 
a drop of 2%. However, the Mont Vernon library 
still leads, as distributing more books yearly, than 
any other town of its size in the state, according to 
the report of the Concord library for 1930. 
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The books discarded as beyond repair number 
102. These have been sent to a friend who has dis- 
tributed them in a neighborhood very far from a 
library, where they are gladly welcomed. There has 
been no way of sending the magazines for 1929- 
1930 to the hospitals in Nashua, as in past years, 
but recently there has been a request for them from 
some of the townspeople who are a long way from 
the source of supply, and they will receive them. 
The magazines and periodicals on the reading tables 
are fewer in number than in past years as many 
were given by friends who have discontinued their 
gifts. At present we have Harper’s, World’s Work, 
Good Housekeeping, Woman’s Home Companion, 
Ladies’ Home Journal, The Literary Digest, The 
American, and St. Nicholas and The American Boy 
for the younger readers. 

Through the interest of the Wednesday Club the 
library sent as usual a large box of duplicate books 
to Concord for the rural libraries, and to Boston for 
the Merchant Marine service. 

By the Will of Mr. Frank Wellington the library 
was given the sum of one thousand dollars, the in- 
terest of which is to be spent annually for books.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Mont Vernon: 


I herewith submit my twelfth report which is the 
fourteenth in the series of such reports. 


Supervisory Union No. 40 

No change has been made since the Union was 
formed in 1919. It still comprises Amherst, Brook- 
line, Milford and Mont Vernon, with joint expenses 
divided respectively as follows: 25%, 10%, 60% 
and 5%. This means that Mont Vernon pays $95 to- 
wards the Superintendent’s salary and $40 on ac- 
count of administrative expenses including the office 
clerk. 

State Aid 


For several years Mont Vernon has carried a 
balance of $628.86 in this account in favor of the 
state. The original payment was made in anticipa- 
tion of approved expenditures that did not material- 
ize. Since the amount of the approved budget for 
“support of elementary schools” has been less than 
a $5 tax per $1000 of equalized valuation and will 
probably continue to be so, this balance has been re- 
turned to the State. Should necessary expenditures 
again exceed a $5 tax, which is more likely now that 
the valuation has decreased, Mont Vernon will 
again receive state aid. 


Organization of Schools 

The plan which was started in September 1929 
to maintain Grades I-VI in the lower room at the 
village and transport Grades VII and VIII to Mil- 
ford has beén continued. Miss Kidder remains as 
teacher with the added duty of noon-hour supervi- 
sion for which she is reimbursed. When schools 
opened in September the enrollment proved to be 
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greater than had been anticipated, due to several 
new families in town and to the refusal of Lynde- 
boro to accept tuition pupils at Johnson Corner 
school. Conditions were crowded for a few weeks 
until several children left town. 

Results for Grades VII and VIII have worked 
out very satisfactorily as was expected. Pupils 
themselves feel that they are better fitted to con- 
tinue the high school work and parents are unani- 
mous in voicing their approval. The only difficulty 
with this plan may be when transportation to Muil- 
ford becomes too complicated due to children liv- 
ing in remote parts of Mont Vernon. 

For next year (1981-1932) there will be about 
ten pupils for Grades VII and VIII. This will give a 
probable net enrollment of about 35 at the village 
school, including beginners—a total that can be 
taken care of in one room. Tuition and transporta- 
tion costs for those attending at Milford. will of 
course be more, but a careful study of the whole 
situation by the School Board leads to the conclusion 
that the total cost will be approximately the same 
either for maintaining two rooms at the village or 
for one room with Grades I-VI, and Grades VII and 
_VIIi at Milford. The deciding factor should be what 
is the best educational opportunity for the children. 
The School Board and Superintendent join with the 
parents cf those children who have been at Milford 
in recommending a continuation of the present plan.

Instructional and Professional Activities 


In addition to the routine teaching activities of 
the classroom, which conform closely to the New 
Hampshire recommended program of studies for el- 
ementary grades, extra-curriculum activities add 
much to the information and enjoyment of the chil- 
dren. Such activities have included special pro- 
grams by the children at holiday seasons, co-opera- 
tion with the local public library, and talks by out- 
side speakers. To this same end the Superintendent 
has secured several sets of stereopticon slides and 
given illustrated talks on winter birds, wild flowers, 
and geographical subjects. These talks will continue 
to be given from time to time. Visitors are welcome. 

For the teacher, opportunity has been given to 
attend a Rural Institute at New Boston, at which the 
new state “Program of Studies’ for elementary 
schools was discussed; and also to attend the annual 
October meeting of the New Hampshire State 
Teachers’ Association at Concord. 

In addition to attending these meetings, the Su- 
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perintendent was present at the meeting of the De- 
partment of Superintendence of the National Educa- 
tion Association in Atlantic City in February 1930 
and plans to attend a similar meeting in Detroit this 
month. 


The Upper Room 


In last year’s report it was pointed out that the 
upper room at the village, being fully equipped with 
electricity and a good heater, could be used for com- 
munity gatherings. Advantage was taken of this in 
December and a very successful Community Christ- 
mas Party took place on December 23rd with all 
school pupils and many visitors in attendance. Con- 
tributions by citizens and a program by the children 
made this a happy occasion for all. It is hoped that 
the townspeople will feel free to use this upper room 
for such day or evening meetings as the size and ap- 
pointments of the room make feasible. Should there 
be many calls for this meeting place it might be well 
to consider the purchase of some folding chairs, the 
same to be available for the school room below, for 
the town hall, or elsewhere as the need might arise. 


Transportation 

The School Board posted all transportation 
routes for bids before school opened and on the 
basis of returns of bids awarded contracts as fol- 
lows: Mr. Salisbury carries children from the 
west part of the town.* This route is 3.9 miles 
long and eight children are accommodated. Mr. 
Mason has a double route, the first part of which 
takes care of the east and south parts of the district, 
the other section covering the turnpike area. The 
first route is 3 miles long with seven children, the 
second 2.7 miles long with six children. Mrs. George 
Carleton is carrying three 7th and 8th graders to 
Milford, and in addition, has room for some high 
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school pupils—a fortunate and convenient arrange- 
ment for them. 

The district has committed itself to carry all chil- 
dren along a route, even though some live under the 
two mile limit. This results, of course, in a greater 
cost for transportation than the law requires but it 
certainly provides better opportunities for the pupils 
and is therefore to be commended. A comfortable 
and safe conveyance with a reliable driver is the 
important consideration. 

Playground 

Filling out the need as mentioned in last year’s 
report, playground equipment has been increased by 
the installation of two strong teeter-boards. The 
former pieces of apparatus including swings and 
slide have been repaired and painted so that all the 
equipment is now in the best possible condition. 


In conclusion we may well sum up the object of 
schools in the words of John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
“Every ambitious self-respecting individual wants to 
make a living. But in this money-mad age we do 
well to remind ourselves that after all the real pur- 
pose of our existence is not to make a living but to 
make a life, a worthy, well-rounded and useful life. 
In the long run, therefore, anything that defeats 
that purpose is not worth the cost.”
